Bracken School Administrators 
participate in F.A.T.S. Simuiator 


On Friday, Feb. 15 and 
Monday, Feb. 18, Admin¬ 
istrative staff, including 
principals, asst, principals, 
guidance counselors, and the 
superintendent of Bracken 
County Schools were given 
a unique opportunity gen¬ 
erally reserved for law en¬ 
forcement. They were given 
the chance to go through the 
F.A.T.S. or Fire Arms Train¬ 
ing System Simulator. The 
F.A.T.S. Simulator showed 
the split second decisions law 
enforcement make on a daily 
basis all across the country 
when faced with an armed 
subject. Each participating 
staff member were given the 
opportunity to experience 
three live shooter scenarios 
in a school setting. Bracken 
County Deputy Bob Scott 
told each of them collective¬ 
ly and individually that the 
F.A.T.S. Simulator was as 
close to an actual incident as 
they could get. Even more so 
than a re-enactment, because 
even though the re-enact¬ 
ment was a serious tool, there 
was inevitably some kidding 
around, simply due to human 
nature and how everyone 
deals with stress differently. 

The scenarios involved 
a man with his back to law 
enforcement as they came 
down a hallway, where one 
time he was just a bystander 
trying to call 911 and anoth¬ 
er time he was actually the 
shooter. Participants were 
shown how quickly a situ¬ 
ation can get more intense 
as they faced shooters who 
shot students in front of them 
and turned the gun on the 
officers themselves. They 


also saw situations where 
the students were not tar¬ 
gets, but teachers and staff 
were the targets in a domes¬ 
tic violence scenario where 
an irate husband came to 
school and attacked his wife. 

Superintendent Aulick 
hoped to reiterate to his staff 
members the need to know 
who was in their respective 
schools and what their pur¬ 
pose for being there was. He 
was in no way saying that 
his staff was going to be re¬ 
sponsible for dealing with an 
active shooter in a law en¬ 
forcement role, but that they 
needed to know not only 
what they were to do in the 
situation, but to be prepared 
for how law enforcement

Foster Post Office Update 


Bracken Administration 
and F.A.T.S. Simulator 


After surveying the local 
community and posting 
information at the Foster 
Post Office, the results of 
the survey are as follows: 
of the 770 surveys mailed, 
only 210 were returned. 77% 
answering the survey wanted 
a realignment of hours, 13% 
wanted the delivery option, 
1% wanted the Village Post 
Office Option, 4% wanted 
the nearby Post Office Option 
and the final 4% made no 
selection. Nearby Post Offices 
as alternative options include 
California - 9.6 miles away, 
Butler - 11 miles away, and 
Augusta - 11.8 miles away. 
The option of Village Post 
Offices are located within 
the existing community in a 
variety of locations such as 
retail businesses and are run 
by the proprietor or respective 
management. Surveys can 
still be filled out, so please do 
so as soon as possible. 


After reviewing the 
surveys that were returned, 
and taking into account 
Postal Service operational 
needs, retail hours for the 
Foster location will likely be 
Monday- Friday 12 noon to 4 
p.m. and Saturday 8:30 a.m. 
to 12:15 p.m. 

Total window service 
hours will not be reduced 
and access to delivery 
receptacles will not change 
as a result of the POST Plan 
realignment of weekday 
window service hours. They 
will take into account all 
information received at the 
meeting before making a 
final decision. Access to 
delivery receptacles will 
not be reduced from current 
hours.

Continued from Front Page 
was going to act when they 
arrived on the scene. He said 
he would not say this would 
never happen in Bracken 
County. This is because vio¬ 
lence is possible anywhere 
given the right situation 
and the right individuals in¬ 
volved. When asked about 
the lock down procedures. 
Superintendent Aulick said if 
one of his schools were to go 
into lock down in this type 
of situation, all three schools 
would go into lock down un¬ 
til the situation was resolved. 
It is also the policy to keep 
the students secured in the 
school by gathering students 
in back comers of rooms be¬ 
hind and underneath desks 
with the lights out and the 
doors locked until the situa¬ 
tion is resolved. This is done 


unfortunately due to scenar¬ 
ios where students and staff 
were shot by a shooter as 
they fled for safety. 

When the scenarios were 
all done on Monday, Deputy 
Scott said the participants 
acted as he had anticipated. 
Some were stronger and 
were able to handle the sim¬ 
ulator gun, face the scene as 
it unfolded and actually Are 
at the shooter as they were 
supposed to. For others once 
the scenario started, some 
became visibly upset and 
had a hard time finishing the 
scenario. Deputy Scott said 
that was an honest reaction 
of many non-law enforce¬ 
ment individuals. He also 
said the F.A.T.S. Simulator is 
a good tool for preparing for 
an event that you pray will 
never happen.

Justin and Jackie Pick- 
rell visited rural Tizimin, 
Mexico with two young 
adults from their church 
in Whitesburg, KY. They 
spent 7 days working with 
the Christian people in that 
area, immersing them¬ 
selves in their culture and 
way of life as much as they 
could. They walked to the 
market every morning for 
breakfast, which included 
many sights and smells 
they seldom experience 
here at home.

The people living there 
are Mayan and they have 
just discovered Christian¬ 
ity in recent years. The vil¬ 
lages the Pickrell’s visited 
were extremely poor. The 
cost of living in Mexico is 
comparable to the cost of 
living here, only their av¬ 
erage daily wages are ap¬ 


proximately $12. So it is 
very difficult for them to 
purchase supplies to build/ 
repair churches. The Pick¬ 
rell’s spent the days work¬ 
ing with other American 
missionaries on the church 
buildings. Church services 
are held in the evenings 
because of the heat so most 
evenings they would visit 
services to fellowship and 
do activities with the chil¬ 
dren. 

One day was spent 
with a group of approxi¬ 
mately 50 street kids ages 
2-16. One of the Mayan la¬ 
dies has taken it upon her¬ 
self to look over these chil¬ 
dren. She provides the kids 
with a place to stay and she 
teaches them about Jesus. 

Justin cooked the chil¬ 
dren’s food that day and 
they gave them toys and 
candy that they brought 
with them. At one of the 
church services in a village 
they washed the children’s 
feet and gave them new 
shoes. The entire experi¬ 
ence was very humbling 
for the Pickrell’s and it 
was such a great blessing 
to worship God with their 
brothers and sisters in the 
Yucatan.

Howdy Folks! Super 
Bowl XLVII is history, 
but we found a couple of 
interesting facts concerning 
the game. It was the third 
most watched TV show 
in history with an average 
of 108.4 million viewers, 
following the 2012 Super 
Bowl record setting 111.3 
million viewers and the 2011 
game with 111.0 million. A 
record of 47.7 social media 
posts was set especially 
during the power outage, but 
what caught our attention 
was information on the turf 
that the Ravens and 49ers 
did battle on! Maumee Bay 
Turf Center of Northwest 
Ohio designed and installed 
the Super Dome’s turf with 
over a dozen crew members 
spending three weeks to 
assemble the playing field. 
According to Brad Morrison, 
company owner, the turf 
was made from 9,000 miles 
of fiber created from the 
equivalent of 30,000 car tires 
that were ground up, cleaned 
and woven into the turf 
material! After the game, 
the turf was donated to the 
New Orleans Development 
Foundation which helps 
inner-city kids! Wonder 
how many of those tires 
were recycled from Bracken 
County? 

If all goes as planned. 
Bracken County should 
be hosting a Tire Amnesty 
sometime in late summer 
or early fall of this year. 
Any information we get 
will be passed on to you as 
soon as it is received. Tires 
are continually thrown out 
along the roads, especially 
our county roads and this 
practice needs to stop! We 
do not know where the tires 
originate, but we do know they 
cannot remain on the land! 
These tires are an eyesore, 
an invitation for further 
littering, time consuming and 
labor intensive to remove 
and they are very unhealthy 
for our environment. These 
amnesties are co-sponsored 
by the state and local 
governments and are an 
answer to ‘what do I do with 
my used tires?’ Most folks 


do not accumulate tires, but 
if you are one of those who 
do, tires can be stored, but 
state regulations require 
they be kept covered or in 
a building. Tires cannot 
be left out in the open to 
become a home for pesky 
varmints or collect water that 
becomes a breeding ground 
for potentially dangerous 
mosquitoes, nor can they be 
land filled. Tires are recycled 
to become playground mulch, 
an ingredient in roadway 
applications, sidewalk 

construction and numerous 
projects that require tough 
material, capable of handling 
heavy usage. And a “RS.” 
is a reminder that tires do 
NOT belong in the recycling 
trailers! Several tires have 
been removed from the 
trailers in all locations 
throughout the county and it 
is not easy to get a round tire 
out of a square opening! 

Lately we have discussed 
bubble wrap. Styrofoam 
and plastic bags, all of 
which cannot be recycled 
in the recycling trailers in 
our area. Another common 
denominator for these items, 
along with the tires, is none of 
them can be burned! Highly 
toxic materials are released 
when these items are burned, 
creating a severe health 
hazard for everyone, but 
especially the very young and 
elderly. Once these chemicals 
are released into the air, the 
particles settle on everything, 
including the grass and hay 
that is eaten by cattle, sheep, 
goats, pigs, etc., and the 
particles that do not directly 
reach our waterways, will 
eventually, through runoff 
Open burning is illegal for 
households and farms except 
for brush, untreated lumber 
and paper products. Why 
would you want to expose 
human and animal life to 
these dangerous chemicals?

Every year she 
collects pop tabs and then 
donates the pop tabs to the 
Ronald McDonald House in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. The Ron¬ 
ald McDonald House is a 
wonderful organization that 
provides a home away from 
home to families of critical¬ 
ly ill children that are being 
seen in nearby hospitals. At 
every House, families can 
enjoy home cooked meals, 
private bedrooms, and play¬ 
rooms for children.

Understanding 
pay stubs 

When you work, your 
employer will give you a pay 
stub when you get paid, even 
if you use direct deposit. 
Understanding the informa¬ 
tion on the pay stub is vital 
to managing your money 
and budgeting, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Each company’s pay stub 
is different, but all employers 
must include these items: 

• Gross Pay: This is what 
you earned that pay period 
before any taxes or benefits, 
such as insurance, were with¬ 
held. 

• Net Pay: This is your 
take-home pay after all the 
taxes and benefits have been 
deducted from your gross 
pay. 

• Federal Tax Amount: 
Federal income tax might be 
abbreviated as Fed Tax, FT or 
FWT. This is how much was 
withheld to pay your federal 
taxes, based on the W-4 form 
you filled out when you were 
hired. 

• State Tax: State taxes 
might be abbreviated as St 
Tax, STW or simply by the 
abbreviation of the state in 
which you reside (for exam¬ 
ple, KY). 

• Local Tax: Some cities, 
counties or school districts 
may require you to pay a lo¬ 
cal tax. You may not have 
this tax withheld if you don’t 
live or work in an area that 
assesses these taxes. 

• Social Security Tax: 
Social Security tax might 
be abbreviated FICA, SS, 
SSWT or OASDL The feder¬ 
al government requires that 
6.2 percent of your wages be 
withheld. 

• Medicare: Medicare tax 
might be abbreviated MWT 
or Med. Like Social Security 
taxes, the federal government 
requires that 1.45 percent of 
your wages be withheld. 

• Year-to-date (for pay 
and deductions): The year- 
to-date fields show how 
much you have earned up to 


that point as well as what has 
been deducted for each tax or 
benefit. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers Ken¬ 
tucky’s grant and scholarship 
programs, including the Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES). It pro¬ 
vides financial literacy vid¬ 
eos at http://itsmoney.kheaa.

Teddy Ballgamc did it, Calipari 
should too ... take a pay cut 

When did a defending 
NCAA champion not qualify 
the year after? 

Answer? Don’t know, but in 
1967 defending champion Texas 
Western lost in the NCAA’s first 
round, and runner-up (in ‘66) 
Kentucky did not make the field 
at all. 

If once fifth ranked 
Kentucky does not make the 68- 
team field next month, here’s an 
idea based on a precedent set by 
Teddy Ballgame, Baseball Hall 
of Famer Ted Williams. 

In 1959 the Boston Red 
Sox star was paid $125,000. 
Before the next season, his last, 
in 1960, Williams said he had 
underachieved, hit a career low 
.254, and insisted on a $35,000 
pay cut. Thirty per cent. 

Since defending champion 
Kentucky has underachieved, 
John Calipari ought take a pay 
cut, say 30 per cent contribution 
to the University’s general 
fund.

Remarkable grasp of the 
obvious and I love the four- 
syllable word, don’t you? 

Gives rise to the third 
villain in this drama that drips 
with dollars and greed. 

V College ball coaches 
and shoe companies willing to 
ignore spirit of NCAA mles and 
operate in the gray areas. 

The NCAA has no incentive 
to change anything as it wallows 
in piles of cash from television 
that remind us of Scrooge 
McDuck’s front yard. 

A solution is clear. 

High school baseball star 
can be drafted and signed to 
a professional contract upon 
graduation.

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Augusta among 22 water treatment 
systems selected for special funding 

Projects will improve system operations 


Twenty-two small drink¬ 
ing water treatment systems 
in Kentucky will receive fi¬ 
nancial assistance through a 
program designed to improve 
their technical, managerial 
and financial capabilities to 
ensure production of safe 
drinking water in a consis¬ 
tent, cost-effective manner. 

Small systems are those 
serving fewer than 10,000 
customers. 

Jennifer Spradlin, pro¬ 
gram manager for the Capac¬ 
ity Development Assistance 
Program, said the Division 
of Water (DOW) was able to 
build on the lessons learned 
from the program’s first year 
of operation. “Over twice 
as many systems applied for 
this round of funding. With 
last year’s success, the pro¬ 
gram will continue to evolve 
and expand in order to assist 
more systems with manage¬ 
rial, financial, and technical 
capacity,” said Spradlin. 

The program is adminis¬ 
tered by the nonprofit Com¬ 
munity Action of Kentucky 
(through the Rural Commu¬ 
nity Assistance Program). 
The applications were ranked 
on factors that are not regu¬ 
lated, such as median house¬ 
hold income, population, 
historical rate increases and 
results of previous sanitary 
surveys. 

Funding for the Capac¬ 
ity Development Assistance 
Program for Small Systems 
is made possible through 
funds from the Drinking 
Water State Revolving Fund 
(D W SRF) capitalization 
grant. The DWS^ program 
was established by the Safe 
Drinking Water Act Amend¬ 
ments of 1996 to provide 
low-interest loans to public 
water systems for infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements needed to 
produce safe drinking water. 
The program emphasizes the 
prevention of drinking water 
contamination by allowing 
states to reserve a portion of 
their grants to fund activities 
that encourage enhanced wa¬ 


ter system management and 
source water protection.
